A look back 
at 2014... 

Looking back, 2014 has been a year 
of change... 

A year of losses to the community, 
with the deaths of community 
builders like Gerry Slykhuis, Brace 
Keffer, Barbara Verney and Marlene 
MacPherson. 

A year of gains, with the start-up 
of a new BWG Transit System and 
addition of new physicians at the BWG 
Family Health Centre, a satellite of the 
Southlake Family Health Team. 

A year of transition, with the ouster 
of both Mayor Doug White and Coun¬ 
cillor Carl Hordyk, and the election of 
a new team under Mayor Rob Keffer 
and Deputy Mayor James Leduc. 

January 

The year started with a pedestrian 
fatality on 10 Sideroad at the 14 1 ' 1 
Line BWG, in the pre-dawn hours of 
January 15. A 77 year old Meaford area 
man was walking in the Northbound 
lane of 10 SR - an area posted at 80 
kmph - when a pick-up truck came 
over the rise, attempted to swerve to 
avoid the pedestrian, but struck and 
killed the man, who was not wearing 
reflective clothing. 

But another story that made the news 
had a much happier ending. Fourteen 
year old Justin Carrier Copan decided 
to take a walk across the ice of Lake 
Simcoe to one of the islands, at about 
2:30 p.m. on Jan. 16 - without telling 
anyone - but became disoriented on 
his way back, in the blowing snow 
and falling dusk. A massive search, 
launched after he had been gone for 4 
hours ended successfully, after Justin 
used his cell phone to call police. He
